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Distribution of $90,000 From Pro- 
vincial Educational Fund 
Now Being Made 


The first grant to be made from the 
educational ‘tax fund of the province, 
to the high schools of the province, 
which are known as the secondary de- 
partments of the clementary schools, 
will be made shortly, according to a 
notice issued by the Minister of Edu- 
cation. ‘Che grant will amount to 
about 15 per cent of $90,000 which és 
the amount at the disposal of the de- 
partment for distribution. 

The educational tax fund is derived 
from a tax levied on assessable land 
outside established school districts. 
The act provides for a distribution 
of the fund as follows, provincial uni- 
versity 20 per cent, elementary schools 
50 per cent, secondary departments 15 
per cent., and 1§ per cent, for an int- 
tial grant to new school districts or- 
‘ganized from lands which have been 
contributing towards this fund, 

A distribtution is now being made 
of $90,000. In view of the fact that 
the university already has secured its 
share, about 80 per cent. of this 
amount will go to elementary schools, 
and about 15 per cent to the second- 
ary departments. 

This distribution does not by any 
means exhaust the fund, so that from 
time to time similar Hieteinntion: will 
be made. 


LAYING OF STEEL

Will Not Reach Prairie Crerix fo

NEW RAILWAY LINES 


Railway Development of Past Year Has Been Big-— 


Now Nearly 3000 


While a great amount of railway de- 
velopment has taken place within the 
past year all over Canada, the pro- 
vince of Alberta probably has experi- 
enced more development in the matter 
of construction of new railways thai 
any other province in the Dominion. 
The year that is about to open pro- 
mises to be still more prosperous 
in ‘the matter of railway development 
for Alberta. 

‘Lf all the railway dines that are now 
under construction, or were projected 
for all parts of Alberta, the provinee 
would be gridironed with steel, and 
every seitler, and many of the now 
unsettled portions of the province 
would have ideal transportation fac- 
ilities.

Alberta government has just issued 
railway map. One glance at that map 
is sufficient to show the immense 
amount of railway development that 
has taken placeein the past three or 
four years. In the territory between 
the Saskatchewan river on the north, 
and the Canadian Pacific main line on

There a total of over 3000 
miles of railway lines in-the province, 
in operation, under constraction and 
projected. ‘This does not include by 
any means all the roads that are pro- 
jected, but some of the more promi- 
nent ones.

Estimated That $280,000,000 of 
American Money Has Come 


Our Way 


The trade of ‘Canada aviti the Unit- 
ed States thas fluctuated on altogether 
different dines from Camada’s general 
trade. The datter shows an unbroken 
gncrease through tthe Jast forty years; 
the volume of trade with the United 
States has received more than one 
setback. ‘I'o some extent, of course, 
thiese apparent setbacks are due to the 
choice of years, but a study of the 
complete returns year by year shows 
that ithe trade ‘between the tio coun- 
tries, both as regards exports to and 
imports. from Canada has fluctuated 
rather freely. 

Viewing the whole fonty years, 1808- 
1908, as one period,the figures of Unit- 
ed States trad differ very avidely from 
those of (Camadu's trade generally. 
In What pericd Canada’s imports for 
‘constumption increased by 388 per 
cent. and exponts of home produce by 
409 per cent. But in the same period 
imponts from the United States in- 
creased by 803 per cent. and Canadian 
exports of home produce to the United 
States by only 310 per cent. Phat is 
to say, (Canadian imports from the 
United States ineoreased in a niuch 
‘greater proportion Khan its imports 
from other countries during the forcy 
years, while its exports to other coun- 
tries increased anore quickly than slre 
exports to the United States. 

Canadian imports from the United 
States ihave not teen ‘below 45 per 
cent, of the Dominion’s total imports 
since 1892, ibut in the fast decad2 
their relative importance in the Can- 
adian import trade has not increascd— 
they are in practically the same posi- 
tion now ns ten yeats ago, Possibly 
the fractional wains of 19090 and i9.s 
are to be-accounted for by the fact 
that prosperity in ‘Canada has ted ‘o 
tthe purchase of a greater volume cf 
imported ar‘ciles coming under she 
heading of imported luxuries. 

“Neither over the decade of 1691 10, 
is there a marked change in ‘tie rets- 
tive importance cf Qanadian exporis 
te ithe United States in comparison 
with total exports, though as recently 
23 1898 the proporton was oaly 24.36 
--the lowest feore since coifelera- 
‘jon—and in the immediate subsequent 
years there was a decided move up- 
weard's, 

Althouch it is impossible to obtain 
cxact data 2s to the amount of Ameri. 
cen capital mvesied in Canadian ente:- 
is -estiniwted that the total 
American tnierest in Canadian indus- 
nes to-day 15 nut less than $23,000, 
000. Considemibly over $100,000,000 of 
this ‘amount is accounted for by the 
establishment in Canada of branches 
by sonre 180 odd American manufac- 
turing concerns. The United Staies 
also thas some $120,000,000 invested. in 
coal mines, mills and lumber tracts of 
British Colunvbia, Other investments 
woul! ibring the total close to the 
$300,000,c00 mark. 

The amount svhich Americans have 
invested in three jprairie provinces, 
in agriculture, is, of course, impossible 
to determine, It is estimated, how- 
ever, that this year 100,000 settlers 
from the US. side of the border avill 
come to Canada,.dnd a careful invent- 
ory, of property tbrougiht ‘across the 
border ‘by ‘these interests places the 
per capita value at not less than $1,000, 
This would mean an influx of Ameri-| 
can, capital whrough the gateway at 
the rate of $100,000,000 per annum, 
(The invasion wf ithe (Canadian in- 
dustrial field iby ‘Americans as pvell as 
the influx to Western Canadian agri- 
cultural dands dates tback scarcely a 
decade. The former movement in large 
pant redcived its stimulus as a result 
of the realization in 1897 of the prac- 
tical impossibility of reaching any satt- 
isfactory tariff anderstanding between 
whe United States and Canada, mhich 
would permit sale of American gioods 
in ‘Canada, on a basis to competic with 
the Canadian or British anticle. The 
agricultural influx in its early stages 
mas langely due to efforts of American 
land companies, which more than any 
other agency wvere responsible for tle 
‘rapid colonizetion of the ‘Canndian 
west. 

British investment, cf course, has in 
the ggregate far owbtstripped taat from 
the United States, the total being es- 
timated att $1,500,000,000. This influx 
langely dates from he advent of the 
wave for imperialism owhich swept 
overt the British Empire after the Boer 
war, (British capital has developed 
(Canadian railways, but has avoided 
industries. - 
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So you were. introduced to Teddy 
Roosevelt this morning, ch? 
me shake the had that shook 
hand of Roosevelt.”

AMERICANS ARE CONSIDERED TO BE FRIGHTFULLY 
CRUDE—AWFUL EXPERIENCES OF PRINCE

Berlin, \Dec. 28.—‘“It is impossible 
to a Hohenzollern to visit America 
without one or two things happen- 


ing. He must cither make himself 
ridiculous and popular, or keep — his 
dignity and lost his popularity.” So 


writes Herr Leiner, an able uews- 
paper man of Dresden, apropos cf 
the crown prince’s desire to return 
from his Asiatic journey through the 
United States instead  of-’through 
muddy Siberia. But Herr Leiner 
says that after the terrible experien- 
ces of Prince Henry of Prussia in the 
year of our Jord 1902, no Hohenzol- 
lernsprig (this is a German idiom) 
will visit America again. Optimum 
est aliens frui insania is the crown 
prince’s motto. It can be roughly 
translated, “I have learned by che 
frightful example of Uncle Heinrich 
in America.” 

The tragic ‘inck is That the great 
European God Ftiquet!s faday bars 
the path of all Hohenzollernsprigs 
with American yearnings. The Prus- 
sian coourt has not yet recovered 
from the decline and fall of Prince 
Henry when he attended nine years 
ago the launch of the Kaiser’s yacht 
“Meteor.” = True, officially the visit 
was a great success. Kaiser Wilhelm 
and President Roosevelt exchanged 
complimentary telegrams; and_ the 
beaming prince assured us that. he 
hoped some day to return. ‘But that 
was Etiquette telling lies, although 
Henry really shad an excellent time 
and thoroughly enjoyed himself. But 
he did so by lowering the royal diz- 
nity, and so he offended Etiquette. 


And now injured Etiquette decrees 
with infernal inexorability that the 


other Hohenzollernsprigs — shall 
follow in his footsteps. 
With the Crown Princess 
What makes the objection. of Fti- 
quette weightier still that the 
Crown Princess would have to accom- 
pany him. And the living incorpor- 
2tion of Etiquette in all Berlin, hap- 
pens to be the Crown Princess’ 
friend and motherly advisor, Baron- 
ess von Tiele-Winckler, an elderly 
lady with-an agreeable smile, und 


not 


is 


more Etiquette in her head than 
there are microbes in a quarantine 
barge. It was she, says rumor, who 


first fainted when the Crown Prince 
declared that he would like to visit 
America. “You forget that you are 
not travelling alone,” she gasped on 
coming to. “What would become oi 


the Crown Prinéess in that awful 
country? They don’t understand 
Etiquette.” © The Americans, she af- 


firmed, would hail the future em- 
press as “Crown Princess,” or even 
cry:' ‘Say, Missus!” The baroness 
is chief “Ifofdame” or “Mistress of 
the Court” and the Crown ‘Princess, 
and she owes her enormous influence 
to the fact that it was she who init- 
iated the inexperienced Crown Prin- 
cess into the ponderous mysteries of 
Prussian court -ceremony and eti- 
quette. On ‘this subject she is reput- 

ed to be the greatest authority. 

The Crown Princess still has the 
bashful, somewhat) hoydenish man- 
ners commoner to her native Meck- 
lenberg-Schwerin than in rigid Ber- 
lin, Knowing her own defects, she 
takes Baroness von Tiele-Winckler 
wherever she goes, in the certainty 
that the “Hofdame” will get her 
out of scrapes, and tell her what to 
do at the right moment. In appear- 
ance the baroness is a stout,’ good- 
hrmored looking “belle dame,” but 
her benignant exterior covers the 
most rigid and awful ideas of the fit- 
ness of imperial things. She prefers 
to call herself simply “Frau” rather 
than baroness, on the ground that 
really old families do not need vulgar 
titles which are brought daily by suc- 
cessful bankers and railroad build- 
ers. Her own family, according to 
her proud boast, was known in Sua- 
bia in the eleventh century. 

Favorite With Empress 

Brau von Tiele-Winckler is a par- 
ticular favorite of the Kaiserin Aug- 
usta Victoria. She refuses te accom- 
pany the Crown Princess to the 
Grundewald racecourse on Sundays, 
so that the Princess turns up in the 
society of pretty and frivolous deme- 
iselles d'honneur in high hats. while 
the “Hofdame” pays a visit to the 
Kaiserin, and laments over the Sab- 
bath-breaking ways of the rising gea- 
eration. However, Frau von Teile- 
Winckler is indispensible to the 
Crown Princess for her knowledge of 
the ways of courts, and moreover, be- 
ing an excellent lady at heart, she 
really is devoted to the princess’ 
three children. She plays with them 
almost daily in the park of the Pots- 
dam marble palace, and no doubt in- 
stils into their infantile minds the 
great truth of Lord Bacon that man- 
ners maketh man. : 
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F PRUSSIA 


At Helligendamm, a seaside resort 
on the Mecklenberg coast, where the 
Crown Princess and her children 
spend the summer, the Hofdame 
reigns supreme. She uses her influ- 
ence to prevent lodgings being let to 
objectionable persons from Berlin 
who stare at the Princess, and do not 
know how to make a reverence. Last 
suminer she tried to get — the local 
sommune to regulate mixed bathing 
in a stringent way; but the crown 
princess refused to support her; and 
the empress of etiquette chad the 
first serious fall of her life. The 
malicious affirm that her protest 
against the idea of the crown  prin- 
cess visiting . America, is due to 
dread of. peing found at a loss in 
handling the innumerable new prob- 
fems of ceremony and etiquette which 
would arise out of the novel situa- 
tion, 

But to return to the Crown Prince's 
desire to come home by way of the 
United States. Uncle Heinrich’s visit 
proved to the baroness and to official 
Germany in general that the United 
States doesn’t appreciate the terrific 
dignity of the Hohenzollernsprig., Of 
course the terrible truth was not ci- 
vulged at the time, and only now 
when the crown prince wants to see 


America are the real facts leaking 
out. President Roosevelt was the 
first. offender. From the White 


llouse he sent a welcoming telegram 
addressed rudely “Prince Henry of 
Prussia,” in which he five times said 
“you” or “your” and did not once 
say, “Your, royal highness.” — Alice 
Roosevelt did werse. She cabled re- 
porting the launch to “His Majesty 
the Kaiser,” horrifying the court 
\sticklers, for everyone, they said ina 
(horrified whisper, knows. that you 
should cable to “The German Em- 
peror, Berlin.” Also, though a young 
woman with no official position, she 
used thrice the derogatory, “ You.” 
At Columbus, Ohio, the late congress- 
man Joseph Outhwaite abruptly ibe- 
gan oan address” with the words 
“Prince Henry!” and twenty-one 
times say “yow’ ’or “your.” Only one 
man in America said “Your Royal 
Highness,” more than twice and that 
was Mayor Fleischmann, of Cincin- 
nati, “whose name,” says Herr Leiner, 
“explains his knowledge of German 
etiquette.” 


Etiquette Waived 


Mr. Roosevelt's — unetiquettical 
heartiness led him into worse trou- 
ble. = Etiquette has enshrined ina 
minute protocol how presidents 
should receive Hohonzollernsprigs, At 
the White House, Dr. von Hollenben, 
Germany’s ambassador, tricd to pre- 
sent the prince with the words, “Mr. 
President, I have the honor to intro- 
duce His Royal Highness Prince 
Henry of Prussia.” Before he fin- 
ished the avord “Mr.” the president 
seized astonished Wenry's thand and 
shook .it heartily, seing an indul- 
gent felolw Henry pardoned the in- 
jury. But etiquette is a rhadaman- 
thine judge, and stored up the blun- 
d¢ér in a memory which would stagger 
the Muse Mnemosyne; and now Mr. 
Roosevelt’s heartiness is one more 
reason why the crown prince must 
come home through muddy Siberia. 

Etiquette is a frigid, respectabie 
lady, and dislikes demonstrativeness. 
Ever since the Roman Caesars, she 
has held the unalterable rule that it 
is bad manners to applaud royalties. 
Good manners demand from inferior 
mortals a dignified reverence, to be 
answered from above with a con- 
descending bow. Now if the crown 
prince goes to America people will 
clap their hands at him, and — even 
roar three cheers. They did this to 
Henry. When the Prince appeared 
in-the gallery of the house of repre- 
sentatives at Washington he was of- 
fended by « loud burst of appiause. 
The same thing happened at the New 
York Metropolitan opera. The audi- 
ence clapped its republican hands, 
and chee.ed the unlucky Hohenzoi- 
lernsprig. Sharp-eared etiquette heard 
the acho across the Atlantic, and has 
not forgotten it. And, worst of all, 
the prince was obliged to rise and 
bow acknowledgements like a com- 
mon Caruso, 

Things went from bad to worse. 
The Prince was given the freedom of 
New York City. At this news eti- 
quette nearly committed suicide. She 
did not know that such things as 
cities existed. At home Prince Henry 
never goes near Berlin's city hall. 
Berlin's burgomaster does not go to 
court. About once a year he and the 
city fathers are allowed to. stand 
bare-headed near the Brandenburg 
Gate and read a royal address while 
the. Kaiser sits indifferently in his 
carriage or on horseback. Etiquette 
does not permit His Majesty to shake 
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hands with them. The Kaiser has 
been made a freeman of London City, 
but he does not regard it as an hon- 
or. Being an excellent fellow Prince 
Heury smiled on the New York com- 
edy. But he offended etiquette by 
shaking hands with Seth Low, of 
whom a German chronicler says sert- | 
ously, “His face beamed with joy 
when the Prince graciously shook his 
hand.” If the crown prince comes 
home through America he will have 
to shake hands with Mayor Garnoy, 
and etiquette will havea fit. 
At Point of Death 

At this point, it will be judged eti- 
quette is at the point of death. But 
her sufferings are not over. At Bos- 
ton, Secretary of the Navy Long told 
Henry that if he were an American 
he would certainly be elected mayor! 
Mr. Long ought to have known thiut 
etiquette does not allow compliments 
to royalties. 
al Iteh virtues and graces is taken for 
granted. Miserable Henry was com- 
plimented from his arrival till his de- 
parture. He was told that he had 
“gained the sympathies of the Unit- 
ed States,” that he was a Sood fel?

UNIQUE CLAIMS 
IN DAMAGE SUIT 


Marconi Suit One of the Costliest 
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Ever Tried in City of 
London 


———————— 


London, Dec, 28.—Marconi’s suit 
against the British Radiotelegraph and 
Telephone Co. for infringement of jya- 
tent is one of the costliest ever under- 
taken, The chancery court, in which 
it is being tried by Justice Parker, has 
been transformed for the occasion into 
an electrical laboratory. The room is, 
crowded with electrical appliances and 
working models of Marconi’s inven- 
tions and radio plants which, are being 
operated for the information of the 
judge. 

Marconigrams are sent and received 
in court, the waves being caught upon 
a receiver fixed to a flagpole of the 
law courts, 

In opening the case counsel admii- 
ted that Tesla wes the first to call at- 
tention to the utilization of air waves 
and that the length of Tesla’s avave 
was the same as those now used. 

The defendant company denies in- 
fringement and challenges the validity 
of Marconi’s patent on the ground of 
anticipation and lack of invention. 

Several of the biggest electrical sci- 
entists, both British and foreign, are 
to be called. ' 

Marconi’s claim to have invented 
anything has all along been denied 
by many scientists here, who — alleg 
that he took his ideas from Sir Oli- 
ver Lodge. Marconi's counsel aserted 
positively that Lodge, great as he is, 
never contributed anything to tele- 
gtaphy, while there is not a scintella 
of previous information to be found 
anyfwhere with respect to Marconi’s 
invention, which has been brough to 
such a state of accuracy ‘that Mar- 
coni can now regulate his waves by 
inches and recently sent wireless mes- 
sages 6,000 miles.

AN OPPORTUNITY .. i . 

When the farmers, who, went east on the delegation to Ottawa to 
ask the government to.reduce the tariff, offered to meci their share 
of the revenue of -the country by direct taxation they overlooked an 
opportunity which.js not often presented. | . 

What they should. ihaye offered is.to accept gracefully an incre- 
ment ‘tax, : 

By tthe system,of direct taxation on. the land the farmer avould 
always be the taxpayer, no matter who benefitted by the advance- 
ment in the price of ‘the land. | 

By the increment ttax the farmer would never pay taxes except 
iv case he sold his. farm, or in .case the property passed by will. So 
long as he continved to. work and hold this ‘homestead the tax would 
not fall upon him, but upon the non-producer who holds land jor 
speculative purposes. ee 

The direct tax on Jand might work a hardship on the farmer 
which the increment tax would entirely eliminate. ayer 

In.the case of a farmer, buying a farm from a land-holding cor- 
poration the taxes paid by the corporation in past years is invariably 
included in the -capitalized :value. which the conporation asks the 
farmer to pay for the right to use the land. The inevitable outcome 
is that no matter, ayho pays: the taxes in the meantime the farmer 
ultimately pays them. ..:.... ; 

In the case where the Jand is iheld by a corporation which does 
not pay texes at all on account of exemptions granted in past years, 
dhe farmer on. the; adjacent: quarter is compelled to pay not only 
his share of the tax, but ‘the ‘tax on ‘tthe exempted quarter as well. 
Not only jis this the case, but the.farmer who purchases exempted 
land pays the same price for the land he purchases as the land which 
has paid all the taxes could be bought for, notwithstanding that 
not one dollar of this capitalized accrued ‘taxation equivalent is ever 
paid by the corporation nor does one dollar on any account go fram 
the corporation .to the public treasury. .In this way the farmers 
as a. body pay the taxes twice but ‘the state receives them only once. 

Were an increment tax exacted, the land held by the corporation 
would be taxed not on the value of tthe land, but on ithe aniount 
which the land had increased in value since the corporation became 
the possessor. ‘I'he consequent result would be that when the 
corporation came ‘to sell the land it would pay into the public treas- 
ury a considerable proportion of the amount which it now collects as 
an unearned increment. : 

Such.a tax would not increase ithe price of land to the farmer 
who desired ito buy a farm for producive punposes, but it would 
have the effect of practically exempting the farmer who used his 
land, instead of, as is now done, exempting the corporation which 
does not use the land, but sits as a dog in the manger to prevent 
others who would use. it from enjoying the opportunity unless they 
pay a penalty for their industry. 

The increment ‘tax is the scientific tax for a country like west- 
ern Canada, and it is the tax which the farmers would have reeom- 
mended to the Ottawa government had they given the taxation fea- 
ture as careful study as they have given the tariff.

Canal) ‘Hook’ of Holland, Georce, 
Holldiep and Wolkerat; (2) to streng- 
then the forms ‘Kykduin (near Hel- 
der); (3) to erect new fonts for dhe 
defence of the Wester Scheld; (4) 
to enlange the means of defence of the 
estuaries named under (1) by eight 
high-sea’ torpedosboats, fourteen avar- 

Jiships, two sub-marines, “agether avith 
the necessary number of mines and 
magazines, , 

\Contrary to ¢he Opinion of the min- 
ority of the commission and of the 
standing “council of diefence,” the 
giovernment proposes to place the 
lwwhole of the coast defences under 
the supervision of whe navy authorities 
who would also ‘have ito provide the 
men to garrision the forts. 

, Immense Cost. 

The cost of these proposals will, at 
i5 estimatcd, amount to 38,370,000 flor- 
ins—i.c., 25,800,0co florins for the 
coast defence works proper and 13,- 
| 200,000 florins for: the new floating 
materinl oA special fund of donty 
smillions will have to be established to 
provide this, the amount being dis- 
tributed over eight years. 

In foringing in this bill, the necessity 
of prompt action thas evidently feen 
impressed upon ithe wovernment, for 
in his texplanatory note he minister 
of maine says: ““Iwhe possibility of 
unexpected attack on he sea-frontier 
requires a prompt betvenment of the 
whole system of coast defences, in- 
chiding floating material and mines.” 

Authorities of great nepute in this 
country have drawn attention to whe 
disproportion ‘between ithe amount 
asked: for strengthening the seafnont 
aml the outlay for amilitiry purposes 
in general, They hold what ¢he gov- 
ernment seems to see no other dange:s 
than those which might befall them 
from the seaside; nad they thold that

So much weight thas been laid on

CANCER CURE 


Prominent Surgeons Believe That 
, World Wide Problem Has at 
Last Been Solved

London, Dec. 28.—Sir Alfred Pearce 
Gould, K.C.V.O., senior surgeon at the 
Middlesex Hospital, who has made 
cancer his main— study, is very op- 
timistic about the treatment of the 
disease by means of radium and be- 
ing able, in the near future, to con- 
quer it. 

In a lecture which he delivered be- 
fore the Royal College of surgeons 
he said that certain occupations were 
attended with peculiarity to concer, 
such as those of chimney sweeps and 
workers in tar and paraffin, and ua- 


fortunately those who worked with 
the X-rays. 
The public have been distressed,” 


he said, “by the oft-repeated state- 
mint that one out of every eight wo- 
meniwho reach the age of thirty-five 
dies subsequently from icancer; and 
of the men who atiain thirty-five 
years one out of thirteen dies of can- 
cer. This no dcubt is true, but we 
can expres sthe same facts in terms 
of immunity, and say that seven out 
of eight women and twelve out of 
thirteen men of thirty-five years will 
hot die of cancer. ;

“Dusseldorf does more things for its 
people than any city I know. It owns 
its street. naillways and the controlling 
interest in a system of interurban rail- 
roads; it owns its harbor and its docks 
and its slaughter-houses, its gas, elec- 
tric light and, water plants;,it, opcrares 
three separate banking and:loan.enter- 
prises, a large: wine business,. several 
restaurants and milk depots; it owns 
and rents suburban villas and large 
apartinent houses; it is a great land 
-speculator and city land owner; it 
posesses art galleries, an opera house, 
museums and exposition hall,,and in- 
directly, owns the leading hotel in the 
tity. It has public baths and cemeter- 
ies and pawnshops. 

“Dusseldorf has made a beginning at 
homing its people. It is the owner of 
suburban villas and modcl tenement 
houses and is a stockholder in 
scheme of co-operative tee 
houses in which the workmen are joint 
owners, 

Cheap Housing Solved 


“The country villas rent for from ¢ 
to $7 a month. A three or four room 
apartment in the city rents for about 
the same sum. ‘The rooms in the 
latter are twice the size of those of 
the tenement house «in America, and 
all of them have outside air. 

“These apartments are as clean and 
sanitary as can be. The co-operative 
ipartments are built about courtyards 
which serve as playgrounds and are 
surounded by. flower gardens. There 
is free water and a scullery with every 
flat in three rooms or more. ’ 

“In order ito secure an apantment in 
one of these desirable’ buildings the 
tenant must become a Se aeee adie ne 
the -company, buying $5 worth 
stock. ‘Ihe tenants are not the re- 
cipients of charity. On the contrary 
they are part owners and co-operate 
in the management. 

“They select 1 house manager, who 
collects the rents and represents them 
hefore the company. The tenant stock- 
holders receive four per cent. a year 
on this investment and the. company 
agrees to redeem their stock at any 
time on six months’ notice. There are 
five hundred such ‘apartment houses in 
Process of building. 

“If the Dusseldorf workman wanits 
a house of his own it is made casy 
for him to acquire one. 
Tow money’ from the City Mortgage 
Rank, the annual business of which 
amounts to above $5,000,000. He can 
also place his money in ‘the City Sav- 
ings Bank, which has deposits of over 
ten million dollars, and if he'is in dis 
tress can: go to the city pawn-shops 
and make a loan on his chattels at a 
moderate rate of interest. .The loans 
of the pawnshop amount.to $300,000.
